Antioch Phones Ring 
Again, With Close of 

Six-Day III Strike 

Antioch's telephones broke their 
six-day silence Saturday evening at 
6.10, when 30 local operators return- 
ed to work upon termination of the 
Illinois Traffic union's state wide 
strike. The Illinois Bell Telephone 
company and the union this week be- 
gan negotiations for a new contract. 

The strike was rescinded when it 
was agreed that in addition to in- 
creasing the wages of employes $4.00 
per week retroactive to May 9 (to 
which the company had already given 
its consent), negotiations would be 
opened "as soon as the union de- 
.sired" for the new wage scales, and 
that another wage increase of $2100 
per week would go into effect "not 
later than Feb. 1, 194G." 

It was over this additional $2.00 
raise that the strike was called, com- 
mencing Monday morning of ' last 
week. 

During the period of the strike tele- 
phone service here, as elsewhere in 
the state, was limited to emergency 
calls.

We recently; had the; pleasure of conversing with 
a former member of the Eighth Air force who had 
been shot down over Germany, imprisoned, and finally 
released after being; marched several hundired miles

This young 'gentlpman reviewed with equanimity 
his training in the infantry, the annorcd force and the 
air force; his service ' overseas in Africa and England; 
and recounted, with philosophy and liumor, his experi- 
ences during the months when he was listed, first as 
"missing" and laten as a prisoner. 

He discussed with indignation, however, the In- 
donesian situation. . 

"It seems to me," he said, "that the people in 
IndonChina and Java are as much entitled to consider- 
aOon as those in any otlier occupied country. 

"We were supposed 'to have been fighting for free- 
dom, and it gives me a strange feeling to read of Ameri- 
can planes or American weapons being used to put 
down revolts of natives in some of those countries." 

This was just a passing observation, and we don't 
suppose that the young man who made the remarlcs 
expected them to have any warld^haking significance. 

We believe that they are significant in more re- 
spects than one, however. Men — and women — from all 
walks of life, and of all types of character, are coming 
back from the service to civilian life. Many of them 
bring back with them an amazing store of experience 
and observation which cannot fail, in the aggregate, to 
have an impact on post-war matters. Life in the coming 
years will undoubtedly bo the richer and the better for 
them.

"For Services Rendered" 

While the National Association of Manufacturers 
is fulminating about strikes, and the unions are griping 
about wages, and the rest of just us plain people are 
morcly griping, it occurs to us that one highly relevant 
fact seems to have heen overlooked by all sides, in the 
rush. . ' 

That fact is that, although history may repeat, 
time nevertheless doesn't exactly '-turn backward in its 
•flight," despite a .famous ipoet's ,plea. , 

While the unions arc. vowing that "never again 
shall wages and employment drop back to the 1932 
conditions," and while manufacturers have been sigh- 
ing, "labor seems to have gotten out of hand ever 
since 1942," and both are vowing, 'We'll fix 'em!" all 
parties concerned seem to have forgotten that never 
again will we relive those years and their problems. 

It is 1952 that we must face and plan for now — 
not 1932 nor yet even 1&^. 

Also, there are some important factors that no- 
body seems to be mentioning. One of these is the fact 
that all wages, profitiS and interest represent a payment 



for searvices rendered. Another is that the next few 
years can be expected to reveal some amazing new "front- 
iers" in industry, science and the art of living! 

We live by the light of past experience, but we 
do that living in the presentr— and it is the future, not 
the past, for which our planning must be made. 

That Housing Shortage is Real 

One thing that Antioch has in common with New 
York and a lot of other places around and about the 
country right now is a housing shortage. 

So far as many a veteran— tand many a civilian- 
is concerned these days, this is considerably more of a 
live issue right now, than, say, the Hussian situation, 
the atrocity trials in Germany, and when nylons will be 
back in the market. 

Ed F. Vos, president of the Antioch Lumber and 
Coal company, commenting on the situation early this 
week, said that in his opinion it will take a while before 
much can be done, from a construction standpoint, to 
relieve the situation with new housing. 

"I recently had occasion to inspect a $15,000 
home that is being built in Chicago," he observed, 
"and there isn't a foot of new lumber being put into 
that (building. The shortage at the present time applies 
not only to lumber, but to tile and other materials used 
in construction." 

A news article from the east states that "More 
than 20,000 bitter veterans are walking the streets of 
New York or sitting 50 deep at agencies and housing 
centers, waiting for apartments. ... By June there will 
be 100,000 homeless veterans." , 

Heavy demands for wartime construction projects, 
both from the government and private industry, have 
used up reserves and funneled off new production in 
the way of building materials. There is by no means 
a plentiful supply of labor available to cope with the 
problem of bringing up to normal the stock of material 
in this country's 28,000 lumber yards. 

Apparently, then, whatever is done to relieve 
the situation immediately — here and in other communi- 
ties — must be done through better use of existing ma- 
terials and facilities. 

In the Antioch area, summer cottages suited for 
year-around use, or adaptable for winter occupancy, 
have been rented out for the winter months. However, 
this is merely a postponement of the problem, for their 
occupants will still have to face the idea of securing 
permanent quarters next summer. By then, it is hoped 
by these home seekers, the situation will be consider- 
ably easier. ' ' 

In some . cases, homes located at various lakes 
have been bought and moved to new sites in the village. 
A few new homes have been built. 

In some of the lake shore cities, vacant ware- 
houses and other large buildings have been converted 
Jinto apartments. •Barracks have >becn constructed to 
house war workers in the vicinity of the plants where 
they were employed. Vacant stores, taverns and even 
filling stations have been pressed into service as dwell- 
ings. Huge, rambling old family residences have been 
converted into apartments and rooming houses. 

All of these devices have helped to relieve the 
housing situation during .tlie war years. Now, with many 
veterans returning to their wives and chldren, and other 
veterans coming home and marrying, there will have to 
be even more complete utilization of existing space, it 
appears, before that "new post-war home" of magazine 
predictions becomes a reality.

Sticky Iron 

To removei a light starch film and 
smooth your path, glide your warm 
iron over waxed paper. If starch 
sticks to the iron, disconnect and 
let cool. Soften starch on the sole 
plate with paraffin', then wipe off 
with a damp cloth ard silver polish. 



Polishing: Wood 
To polish wood, use equal parts of 
tiurpentine and boiled linseed oil. Ap- 
ply thinly with a polishing cloth "us- 
ing even strokes.' liub^ against the 
grain of tlie wood, then in straight 
lines with the grain. Wood should 
have time to absorb oil." Then rub 
it thoroughly. Repeat the process 
until a satiny gloss results. Good 
results depend largely on the rub- 
bing. ■
